mirable artist expired last night, at half-past eight, at his house, 19, York- 


road, Lambeth. The conflagration at the Amphitheatre, ending in the 
death of one of his oldest servants, and the destruction of all his thea- 
trical property, gave a terrible shock to his then exhausted frame, so 
that for a period his reason fled. ‘This malady, however, was in a great 
degree removed by the treatment of Dr. Sutherland, and he was, until 
last Friday, in the enjoyment of comparatively good health, visiting the 
Theatres with his family, and receiving a select circle of friends. A pa- 
ralytic attack he experienced on Saturday last at once deprived him of 
speech, and entirely took away the use of his side, from the effects of 
which he never rallied. Mr  Ducrow was in his 54th year. He was 
married twice. By his second wife he has left two children, a boy and 
girl of tender years.
